STATE BOARD INVOLVED. 


Report Shows Little Knowledge 
of Conditions,“ Says Dr. 
J. A. Egan; Other Physi- 
cians Defend It. 


New York, June 5.—[{Special.}—“ The city 
of Chicago is in respect to medical education 
the plague spot of the country.” In this 
statement the Carnegie Foundation sum- 
marizes tts judgment of medical colleges 
‘here. The low estimate and scathing criti- 
Clam, not only on the schools in Chicago 
but upon the Illinols state board of health, 
appear in the report of the Foundation is- 
sued here today. . 

“With the indubitable connivance of the 
state board,” the report says, the provisions 
of a fairly adequate state law regarding 
medical education have long been flagrantly 
violated.” 


Ten Schools Hit tn Report. 

Ten of the undergraduate medica) schools 
in Chicago, according to the report, exist 
and prepare candidates for the Iilinols state 
board examinations in unmistakable contra-

“Of these,” says the report, only one, 
the National Medical university, has been 
deprived of ‘good standing’ by the state 
board. Without exception, a large proportion 
of their attendance offers for admission an 
‘equivalent,’. which is not an equivalent in 
any sense whatsoever; it is nevertheless ac- 


} cepted without question by the state board, 
| though the statute explicitly states that it 
] oan exact an equivalent by ‘satisfactory’ e- 


amination. 
“In the case of the night schools, for in- 


| @tance, one or two years’ requirements are 


satisfied by coaching one night a week in 


each of the several subjects; one evening 


is devoted to Latin, the next to English, the 
next to mathematica, 

There is absolutely no guarantee that the 
candidate accepted on the equivalent basis 
has had an education even remotely re- 
sembling the high school training which the 
Tiiinols law intends as the minimum upon 
which it will recognize a candidate for the 
physician’s license. 


„Coaching“ in the Night Schools. 

“If the state board should—as in duty 
bound—publicly brand these schools as not 
in good standing’ by reason of their failure 
to require a suitable preliminary education 
of their students, their graduates would be 
immediately excluded from practice in IIIi- 
nois; adjoining states would rapidly follow 
suit, with the result that the schools would 
shortly be exterminated. Fortunately, the 
case against them does not rest alone on the 
question of entrance requirements; for not a 
single one of the schools mentioned furnishes 
clinical opportunities in proper abundance, 
and some of them even fail to provide the 
stipulated training in other branches, e. g., 
anatomy. 


Rush Secure ase to Entrance. 

“An efficient and intelligent administra- 
tion of the law would thus reduce in short 
order the medical schools of Chicago to three, 
Rush, Northwestern, and the College of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons. In the matter of en- 
trance requireménte Rush alone is secure. 
The College of Physicians and Surgeons 
rests on the high school or equivalent basis; 
U a scholastic equivalent, such as would be 
acceptable to the academic department ot᷑ the 
state university, is insisted on, the registra- 
tion will be seriously diminished. North- 
western is in a similar plight; it requireenow 
a high school education or equivalent, fol- 
lowed by a year of college which it does not 
get. If its standard were enforced its pres- 
ent attendance would be considerably re- 


| duced. 


At both Northwestern and the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons the inequality and 
incapacity of the present student body are 
frankly conceded. ‘ The factilities are better 
than the student,’ said a professor at the for- 
mer. ‘ The admission machinery doesn't stop 


the unfit,” said @ professor at the latter. 


That both these schools will be driven by 


| internal and external forces to a higher level, 
actually enforced, is inevitable. 


Says Attendance Will Shrink. 
“When that happens their attendance will 
materially shrink; and as higher standard 
will check the imyasion of medical schools 
by drifting waverers, end will tend to keep 
the number of doctors in more nearly normal 


relation to the needs of the population, it is

“Stop That Dance, Cries Deacon. 

The costume consisted of fleshings, three 
thicknesses of drapery and sandals. 

Miss Moore has appeared in Fullerton hall, 
Art institute, at the vartous universities and 
at the White House wearing the same 
costume, and the occurrence was one of the 
most surprising of her career as a dancer. 

While in the midst of Anita's dance from 
the Peer Gynt suite—the music soft and low 
and the audience enthrelled—a man rushed 
down the center aisle toward the orchestra 
flourishing his hands and shouting: “ Stop, 
woman, this dance must cease! I denounce 
ft and call upon you men and women here 
to denounce it! This is uneeemly!’’ 

The orchestra stopped playing, and the 
young woman, bewildered at the inter- 
ruption, ceased swaying and started to leave 
the stage. Cries of “Go on” from the 
audience reassured her and the applause 
G@rowning out further remarks of the deacon, 
she resumed the dance.

CHICAGO MAN LOSES $00,000 


William H. Miner Out Big Sum 
While on Way to New York. 


PLANNED TRIP TO EUROPE. 


Pullman Detectives on Search for Miss- | 
ing Cash and Papers. 


New York, June 6.—[8pecial.}—William H. 
Miner, a wealthy business man of Chicago, 
lost or was robbed of $50,000 In cash and 
negotiable papers while en route last Thure- 
day night from Chicago to New York on 
the Twentieth Century Nmited, which ar- 
rived Friday morning. 

Detectives employed dy the Pullman Car 
company have been working oa the case 
since Friday, but, so far as could be learned 
tonight, no trace of the money or securities 
has been found. 


Planned Trip to Europe This Week. 

Enjoining the few friends whom he took 
into his confidence to secrecy, Mr. Miner re- 
ported his loss to the Pullman Car company 
and at once took steps to have canceled a 
letter of credit for a large sum which had 
been issued by a Chicago bank and which 
Mr. Miner intended taking with him on a 
trip to Europe early this week. 

It is understood that considerably more 
than half of the $50,000 loss is covered by the 
letter of credit and negotiable papers. On 
these Mr. Miner, who left Saturday for his 
country home at Chazy, Clinton county, N. 
T., has caused payment to be stopped. 


Discovers Loss at Hotel. 

By avoiding publicity Mr. Miner believed 
that the person or persons who had stolen the 
money and papers from his traveling bag 
might be captured when the checks were pre- 
sented for payment. 

Mr. Miner did not discover his loss, ft is 
said, until after he reached New York and 
had registered at the Waldorf-Astoria. Upon 
opening the bag in which the valuables had 
been deposited he found, it ie said, that he 
had been robbed.

SBD CHOLERA GERMS 70 KILL 


Russian ‘Doctor Confesses Many 
Murders at $250,000 Each. 


VICTIMS’ HEIRS PAID FEES. 


Physician Told Sufferers He Inoculated 
Them as Safeguard. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

ST. PETERSBURG. June 5.—Dr. Michel 
Patchenko, murder specialist, confessed to- 
day that he had caused the death of Count 
Bouturlin by injecting cholera germs in his 
victim's arm. 

He also confessed, the police say, that he 
had murdered many other wealthy men by 
the same method, at the solicitation of their 
prospective heirs. 

His fee for a murder was $250,000. and this 
invariably was paid as soon as the estate 
of the victim had been administered and 
the heir who arranged for the slaughter 
had received his inheritance 

Held with Dr. Patchenko and charged with 
having employed him to murder Count Bou- 
turlin is Count de Lassa, brother-in-law of 
the slain man and one of the chief heirs of 
hig estate of §3,500,000. De Lassa maintains 
his innocence. 


Pretended to Give Immunity. 

Patchenko’s system was diaboleally 
simple. Possessed of considerable wealth, 
he mingled with the richest element in St. 
Petersburg society and hed his entire prac- 
tice among this class. He professed to have 
discovered a process of inoculation which 
rendered a patient immune to cholera and his 
vaccinations were in great demand whenever 
there Was an epidemic of the plague in the 
capital. 

Although his murders for the most part 
were committed to enable his employers to 
inherit riches, he confessed that he took one 
commission for several killings at a reduced 
“job lot” rate from a leading merchant. 
who chose this method of getting rid of a 
number of pressing creditors. This mer- 
chant has been arrested. 


Think He Caused Epidemica. 

The police lay reeponsibility for some of the 
more recent epidemics of cho. ra at the door 
of Dr. Patchenko, believing that some of his 
victims infected servants in tneir households 
and caused the disease to spread. The dis- 
closures of his wholesale ‘nurders have 
caused the relatives of many of his defunct 
patients to start investigations, and it is be- 
lieved more deaths will be traced to him.

Wayman Confident of Bringing 
Legislator to Trial Today. 


TWO COURTS MAY CLASH. 


Sheriff’s Lawyer Advises Making Arrest 
if Order Is Issued. 


Despite a threatened clash of courts in con- 
flict over jurisdiction, Legislator Lee O’Neil 
Browne is scheduled to be put on trial at 
10 a. m. today before Judge McSurely on the 
charge of bribery in the Lorimer scandal. 

Whatever Judge Scanlan may decide in 
the habeas corpus proceeding set for 8 a. m. 
{even should he discharge the prisoner, which 
was not considered probable by lawyers, al- 
though they admitted the possibility). State’s 
Attorney Wayman was confident last night 
that such a development in the Circuit court 
would not halt the proceedings in the Crim- 
inal court. 

An endless vista of complicatione was 
opened up by the possibility that Judge 
Scanian would set Browne free. Court 
against court and judge against judge, with 
each invoking the available forces of offense 
and defense in support of their respective 
powers, these received the attention of 


| scores of interested attorneys, some of whom 


predicted that before the end the state mili- 
tia. would be drawn into the embroglio, always 
assuming that Judge Scanlan would decide 
jurisdiction lies in the federal courts. 


Sheriff Advised to Make Arrest. 

It was accepted as a certainty that if Judge 
Scanian should free Browne. Judge MoSurely 
would issue a capias to bring the legislator 
before: himself for trial at 10 o'clock. Under 
those circumstances there would arise the 
question .whether Sheriff Strassheim would 
serve the writ and arrest Browne in the face 
of a threat for wt aban itd for false imprison- 


ment. 


The sheriff will make the arrest under those 
circumstances if he follows the advice of his 
attorney, Francis W. Walker. 

“I don't care,“ said Attorney Walker, 
“what troubles sheriffs have gotten into in 
the past over arresting men who have 25 
released an habeas corpus proceedings, I 
shall advise the sheriff to follow the orders of 
any court. Shoujd Browne be dischatged by 
Judge Scanlan, and should Judge McSurely 
issue a caplas, Browne would be taken into 
— 1 at once if I had: anything: to do 

“ Of course, if Browne's plea is retuned by 
Judge Scanlan the defendant would be sur- 
rendered to the sheriff and would have to be 
talcen to Judge McSurely’s court. 


See Possibility of Militia Call. 

Should the sheriff refuse to arrest Browne 
on the caplas of Judge McSurely, the next 
step would be either his citation for contempt 
or the coroner, Peter Hoffman, would be di- 
rected to make the arrest. There would be 
the counter possibility of citations for con- 
tempt by Judge Scanlan. All of the county 
peace officers, with perhaps a final recourse 
to Gov. Deneen, as commander of the Tilinois 
national guard, might become factors in the 
etrife. 

“Under certain circumstances,” said an 
assistant state’s attorney, I can see the 
possibility of invoking the aid of the state 
militia, although I do not consider it probable 
at this stage of the developments.“ 

Judge McSyrely’s decision to arrest Browne 
and order the bribery trial to proceed would 
be made under Supreme court decisions hold- 
ing that the Circuit court has no authority 
to review pending Criminal court proceed- 
inge.

Habeas Corpus Called Unwarranted. 

State’s Attorney Wayman and his assist- 
ants, although refusing to discuss the situa- 
tion, laughed at the possibility of Browne 
escaping trial on the federal jurisdiction 
proposition. The habeas corpus proceedings 
were characterized as wholly unwarranted 
and a nullity by Mr. Wayman in Judge 
Scanlan's court Saturday, and after can- 
vassing the problem from ali points of view 
he and his aids are unwilling to admit that 
they can see anything in the plea to demand 
serious consideration: 

They were equally positive that reported 
plans of the defense to resort to attempts 
to get a change of venue and other dilatory 


One thing, however, did cause the state’s 
attorney more than a passing thought—this 
was the fear that Browne might take the 
opportunity to disappear and it was dis- 
covered during the evening that detectives 
from the county prosecutor's office have had 
the defendant under surveillance ever since 
the accused man left. Judge Scanlan's court 
Saturday. The state's attorney declared in 
open court that the $15,000 bond approved 
by the court was worthiess and that the state 
could not collect a cent, should Browne de- 
cide to leave the jurisdiction of the court. 

Many attorneys indulged in varied specu- 
lation as to the reason for Browne's move 
to escape trial. Some went so far as to say 
that he had determined never to face a jury, 
and that failing in all attempts to escape 
trial in the criminal court, ne would ask to 
testify before a grand jury and tell all he 
knew of the senatorial! bribery. 


New Grand Jury Today. 


This view was taken by those who asserted 
that the habeas corpus proceeding was 
started against the judgment of Attorney W. 
. Forrest of counsel for Browne and upon 
the direct orders of the defendant himself. 
The regular June grand jury will be im- 
paneled this morning and State's Attorney 
Wayman has announced that further inves- 
tigation of the senatorial and legislative

Another theory advanced for the habeag 
corpus proceedings was that Browne wanted 
to get rid of his former bondsman, Ald. John 
J. Brennan, without attracting the attention 
of the public. By instituting habeas corpus 
action it became necessary for his alderman 
bondsman to surrender the defendant, and it 
was pointed out as significant that the $15,000 
bail required by Judge Scanlan was given 
by Ald. John Powers, one of his former 
ecu and the Federal Union Surety 


mpany. 

"The objection of Browne to having the 
west side boss on hia bond is said to have been 
increased since the indictment of Senator 
John J. Broderick on the charge of buying 
the vote of Senator D. W. Holstlaw for 
Lorimer. Broderick is the henchman of 
Brennan and many of Browne's political 
friends questioned the wisdom of having 
Brennan, who once served a bridewell term 
for vote buying, on Browne’s bond. 


See Plan to Get Rid of Brennan. 


Senator Lorimer's hand also was professed 
by some to be seen in getting rid of Brennan. 
The blonde boss, it was suggested, feels 
there is certain to be an investigation of the 
entire scandal by the United States senate 
and he would rather. not have a convicted 
purchaser of votes on the bond of the ac- 
cused man he referred to in his “ explana- 
tlon speech as a strong. high minded, 
God fearing, honorable wan,“ who believes 
the Bible from “ cover to cover.” 

Mr. Wayman during the day made his final 
preparations for beginning the trial of 
Browne this morning. It was said that the 
prosecutor had received reports from his in- 
vestigators concerning the history and politi- 
cal affiliations of every man of the 100 venire- 
men who will appear for jury sérvice.

Suggestions as to Hospitals. 

As medical education on the proper basis 
cannot be attempted outside a university, 
and as none of the three universities now 
teaching medicine in Chicago is likely to 
abandon the field to the others, it is suggest- 


i ed im the interest of efficiency and economy 


that (1) each of the three universities con- 
tinue to provide—like the University of Chi- 
cago—the ingtruction of the first two years; 
Dal three universi combine to forma 
clinical department joint management, 
the first step toward which would be a con- 
certed effort to procure a proper hospital for 
the use of third and fourth year men. The 
gum necessary to procure three such hospi- 
tals is so large that it is highly improbable 
that as separate institutions the schools can 
ecquire separate and adequate clinical de- 
partments. Inasmuch as there % no demand 
for graduates the capacity of one 
clinical school, it would be sheer extrava- 
gance to equip three on the basis proposed.

Great Opportunity Within Grasp.

the state. The execution of this plan might 
set the country at large to thinking on the 
wisdom and necessity of cotrdinating our 
educational enterprises. Everywhere, thus 
fdr, our higher education has worn a compet- 


itive aspect. Some good has been thus ac- 
complish 


ed; but now that local or numerical 
competition can be replaced by scientific and 
competition to which the entire 

country and indeed the civilized world are 
Parties, we begin to realize the waste and 
demoralization due to institutional competi- 


tion. : 

“It is difficult to see how the state of Illi- 
nois, which in the interest of public heaith 
ought to be a factor in medical education, 
can make an effective contribution thereto 
except by cobdperation with the Chicago 
schools. Should the state seek to develop 
its own school in Chicago with the inevitable 
low tuition fees, great friction must result. 
Much preferable to conflict would be the with- 
Grawal of the state from participation in 
clinical instruction altogether, content in that 
event with a half-school at Urbana, strength- 
ened, be it hoped, by state laboratories of 
public health. The entire situation presents 
@ rare opportunity for edaicational states- 
manship.”’

“That there are medica) colleges in IIII- 
nois which are in need of improvements is 
admitted without controversy. Improve- 
rr are constantly being made in the IIII- 

noig institutione under the direction of the 
state board of health. A-few weeks ago the 
state board ordered the remspection of the 
colleges prescribed by the Carnegie founda- 
tion. But the wholesale condemnation of 
medical colleges including some recognized 
in nearly every state in the union is abso- 
hutely without justification. 

“My references here apply to the schools 
absolutely under the ban of the Carnegie 
foundation. Time and space forbid an al- 
lusion to the three which are in a measure 
acceptable. 

According to the press of March 24, 1910, 
the repregentative of the Carnegie founda- 
tion who inspected the medical colleges of 
Illinois declared the day previous that as 
many as thirty-five of the forty-nine medical 
colleges belonging to the Association of Amer 
ican Medical Colleges failed to come up to 
the standard, thus visiting censure upon 
every state medical examining board in the 
United States.“ 


“Pretty Harsh,” Says Edwards, 

Arthur Robin Edwards, dean of North- 
western Medical schoo}—" I have read every 
word of an advance copy of the report. In 
general,’ I agree with it, although it ie pretty 
harsh. It states that there are only three 
mediea) colleges of high standing in Chicago, 
and these tliree it criticises for features they 
cannot very well help.

ae To have such an institution in 
o would,reguire an endowment of at 
least $3,500,000. e trouble with our schools 
ig that we cannot afford to maintain complete 
salaried faculties. 

„The report claims that we should require 
at least two years of scierKific work in col- 
lege for entrance into the medical depart- 
ment of the university. We now technically 
require one year of such work in North west- 
ern, but it amounts to more than that because 
of the amount of work. We have prepared 
wenceforth to gcequire full two yeare of 
work.” 

Thinks Charges Are True. 

William Edward Quine, dean of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons: 

“T think there is some foundation for the 
sweeping statement contained in the report. 
I think on the whole that it is truthful and 
from the standpoint of the Carnegie Foun- 
dation people is just. 

„They speak from the standpoint of unlim- 
ited wealth and take ideal standards. The 
institutions of Chicago are not richly en- 
dowed nor are they supported by the state. 
Considering the financial limitations of the 
three university schools, Physicians and Sur- 
geons is the poorest of the three in respect to 
money.“ 

W. Henry Wilson, register, Hahnemann 
Medical college—“ Abraham Fiexner, who 
got up the report, is not a medically trained 
man. We do not feel that we were fairly 
treated. A competent inspection was not 
made. No officer of the college knew that 
anybody was there, and we were not asked 
for information. at the time. The informa- 
tion was obtained from the janitor and the 
students, as far as we have been able to de- 
termine.”

Te handle them openly in 
public is already bad form in some circles, 
and they will presently be nothing better 
than a badge of the crank, the agitator, 
and the yisionary, No gentleman who 
values the necessity of maintaining the 
credit of a great state or city, no gentle- 
man who is determined to do all he can 
es a patriot to discourage painful and 
unseemly disclosures of the regrettable 
practices which sometimes become neces- 
sary in a world filled with people of bad 
morals and worse manners, no such gen- 
tleman will countenance by example un- 
timely displays of these slightly disered- 
ited or at any rate unfortunate orna- 
ments. : | 
This is thoroughly understood. But in- 
candescent platitudes are difficult to put 
away. They shine in spite of us. They 
burn in spite of us, .They develop a life 
of their own and dance before us in spite 
of our shocked protest. | 
Yet as they become worse than valuc- 
less to some, they take on a new and un- 
expected value to many, and it is this 
that may happen in Chicago and in IIli- 
nois as the events now claiming the first 
place in our attention work their way into 
the moral consciousness of the people. 
It is platitudinous, for example, to say 
that the corruption of government is 
tyranny, is, perhaps, the most dangerous, 
because the most insidious, of all tyran- 
nies. | 
‘Thus far we are quite safe, sane, and 
excessively reputable. It is possible to 
proceed bravely to other related plati- 
tudes, such as that the purchase of office 
is the corruption of government. The 
purchase of votes for an official against 
an official, for a law against a law, is 
the corruption of government, is the 
process of establishing the tyranny of the 
dollar over the will of the man. The 
establishment of this tyranny in a repub- 
lic is treason against the republic. The 
sale of officé, the sale of legislation ‘s 
treason against the government and 
against the nation in the same sense and 
judged by eventual consequences in the 
‘same degree pf moral ‘turpitude as the 
sale of 4 besieged capital to the nation’s 
foe undef arms. 7 
Thus far we move readily and unafra'd 
among generalities glittering like the

itz where our platitudes grow white 
hot.| Who bought the government of this 
state, and in that degree the government 
of the nation? Who debauched a great 
trust, who established the secret tyranny 
of corruption, who committed high  trea- 
son? 

To turn away frodm that question, to 
leave that question unanswered is to leave 
the arch enemy of the nation at an un- 
guarded gate. It is to invite the destruc- 
tion of all that our forefathers have 
worked for and died for. It is to give 
up honor, and liberty, and hope, and 
faith. It is to sell our birthright for less 
than a mess of pottage. It is to betray 
through sloth and cowardice ourselves and 
our posterity. 

It is easy ‘when confronted with such 
a state ot public affairs as has been ex- 
posed within the last few weeks in IIli- 
nois to transform titudes into hyber- 
bole, and it is well to check that impulse, 
But it is even more necessary to check 
the counter tendency to turn away from 
facts that are in their full pr, xe 
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ell Judiciary committee will. give the coun- 
cil the opportunity to pass an amendatory 
ordinance evidently much needed for the 
Wmspection of street paving.

tractor at fault. | 

Apparently the amendatory ordinance 
justifies itself and would result in im- 
provement. It is especially important just 
now that the city is to order extensive 
street paving. . : \ 


SENSITIVENESS IN PUGILISM. 

Gentlemen of the prize ring have been 
long the victims of misunderstanding and 
misconstruction, and, lacking sympathetic 
interpreters and not being given much to 
conversation themsélves, they have been 
obliged to suffer in silence. Now that 
Mr. James Corbett aud Mr. Joseph 
Choynski have devoted their surpassing 
literary ability to the training camps and 
the ring the unjust conditions which have 
made martyrs of the fighters are being 
changed. 

A recent example is offered by the rude 
remarks attributed to Gov. Gillett of Call- 
fornia, his excellency being quoted as say- 
ing that the big fight was a frameup, a 
cinch for the white, and that the black 
did not have the chances of a peanut in 
a monkey cage—that if he could escape 
Jeffries he would be! murdered by 
thousands of fair minded, sport loving 
native sons; that he knew if, and that the 
contest was fixed. 

With our old misconception of the pusgi- 
listic nature we might have imagined Mr. 
Jeffries himself in profane but good na- 
tured comment, inquiring “wot the guy 
was driving at” and dismissing the mat- 
ter as of no consequence to an able-bodied 
prizefighter. There we would have 
wronged Mr. Jeffries, as Mr. Corbett 
makes plain to us. 

The great honest character who is to 
defend the white claim to supremacy 
wilted under these unjust suspicions like 
a refined schoo! girl. His sensitive and 
delicate nature felt the stab of every one 
of the cruel and brutal words. He brood- 
ed and was in danger of going into a de- 
cline. He sought the mountain fastnesses 
like a wounded bear and secretly nursed 
his hurt—-too proud to complain, but suf- 
fering with all the intensity of a chival- 
rous man maliciously kicked in the shins. 

Then came the news that Gov. Gillett 
repudiated the interview, and Mr. Jeffries 
blossomed again like a flower which had 
fought off the frost. This should teach 
us something. Just because a man is built 
like the rock of Gibraltar does not indi- 
cate that his feelings are in his feet. Be 
not unjust to these big ones. They can 
take more pounding, but ne more re- 
proaches than the rest of us. Mr. Jeffries, 
with as much ardor as possible in a re- 
fined and delicate nature, assures us that 
his purpose is to whale the tar eut of 
Mr. Johnson, to twist his ribs about his 
neck, to tie his feet behind his head, and 
to reduce him to the condition of a nice 
soft piece of asphalt. On his honor as a 
gentieman, as a man of refinement and 
education, he asks us to believe him, and 
we do.

The house’ De La Salle figures extensive- 
ly in the annals of France of the tenth, 
eleventh, twelfth, and fourteenth centuries. 
Hailing originally from Urgel it settled in the 
twelfth century in Bearn "in the eight- 
eenth century head of the house, Count 
Francis de La e, added to the posses- 
sions of the family by his marriage with the 
only surviving child and heiress of the ducal 
house of Rochemaure. But neither he nor 
his son inherited her father’s dukedom, 
which became extinct. L 

In 1890 Count Louis Felix de La Salle; who 
was chamberlain of the cape and sword to 
Leo XIII., obtained from the latter the pape! 
title of Duc de La Salle de Rochemaure. 

The French government, in accordance with 
its invariable plan nowadays with papal 
honors, absolutely refused to recognize it or 
to register it, and the consequence is that, al- 
though the Count de La Salle can style him- 
self duke in society, he is debarred 
from making any use whatsoever of the title 
in legal or official documents, such as, for 
instance, certificates of birth, marriage, etc. 

— 

Much disconcerted' by this refusal the 

count bethought himself that his family had 


.sprung from Urgel, which is in the Spanish 


province of Catalonia, and on the strength 
of this applied to King Alfonso and obtained 
from him a recognition of his papa? title of 
duke in Spain. 

The duke, who is a rich man, owning the 
chateaux of Clavieres and of Doux in the 
Cantel, besides a stately mansion in the 
Faubourg St. Germain in Paris, is married 
to a daughter of the ancient house of De 
Forceville, and has three sons, the éldest of 
whom, Count Mare, is the one who has been 
giving him so much trouble in connection 
with his matrimonial affairs. 

The count married the girl in the Greek 
capital, according to the rites of the Roman 
Catholic church, after the conversion of the 
girl thereto, and the fulfillment of all the re- 
quirements of the laws of Greece. More- 
over, the failure of the count to obtain the 
consent of his parents to the union no longer 
constitutes a sufficient ground to invaiidate 
it in the eyes of French law. 

The young count was foolish enough te 
yisit France with his bride a year after his 
marriage, and shortly after his arrival there 
Inysteriously vanished, the countess being 
left to shift for herself in a foreign land. 
Her husband, it is said, was at first put un- 
der restraint by his father in a private luna- 
tic asylum, but the efforts to prove that he 
was in any way mental unbalanced have 
manifestly failed, since the vatican and the 
French courts have both decided in 
final resort that there is no ground what- 
soever for questioning the validity of the 
marriage or for dissoiving it.

The next legislature produced another law 
monster, worse than the first, binding the 
voter hand and foot to boss rule, and if he 
selected or evem signed a petition for some 
independent candidate he became disfran- 
chised in the primary. And should he go 
further and vote his conviction he would 
have been disfranchised in primary elections 
for a whole year. 

The Supreme court nullified that act also. 
The present one, which is still trembling in 
the balance as to its conatitutionality is 
little better than its predecessors. Who is 
the high mogul ruler—strong enough per- 
sistently to set at defiance the will of the 
people to choose its candidates for office by 
direct vote? Until that supreme head of cor- 
ruption is found and rendered harmless we 
will not get an honest primary law. ;

Ousted Chicagoan Claims Contract;

San Francisco, Cal., June 5.—Open warfare 
between Champion Jack Johnson and George 
Little, his manager, which started Saturday 
night, wound up this afternoon when John- 
son told Little that he was.discharged.

Little, who claims that he has an ironclad 
contract with Johnson that is to run until 
May, 1911, threatens trouble and sags that unless 
the differences are settled he will stop the big 
fight. It is not believed that he can dcecomplish 
anything of the sort, but if his contract is good it 
is possible that he can force the negro to an ac- 
counting. : 

In spite of the fact that he was discharged, Little 
insisted’ upon remaining at the door to take the 
tickets, and not until Johnson, backed up by a 
squad of city police, appeared did Little make his 
departure. According to Johnson the trouble arose 
because Little became jeaious of Sig Hart. 

Hart is one of my friends,“ said Johnson. 
*“T’ve taken him out automobiling with me and 
Little did not like it. Then he threatened to whip 
Hart and I told him that was the end. I don't 
want any more to do with him. He has not any 
contract that he can hold me to.“ 

This is the statement issued-by Little: 

I have a contract with Johnson that binds him 
to give me 2% per cent of his profits, and I am au- 
thorized to make all contracts for all boxing 
matches, theatrical shows, or anything of the like. 
The $10,000 that we put up is my money. I will 
manage Johnson or there will be no fight, and if 
I withdraw they can take that for final.

Sportsmen Declare Conference 
Games the Classiest. 


PRAISE WORK OF DAVENPORT 


Belief Held Maroon Marvel Can Clip 
More Time Off Both Marks, 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 


That the western conference track and field 
meet which’ was held on Illinois field on 
Saturday was the best meeting ever held in 
the west was the consensus of opinion among 
coaches and trainers who have followed ath- 
letics for years, and who have seen every 
meet of importance held in this section for 
the last decade. 

Such well known authorities on track and 
field sports as E. C. Brown, Dr. George K. 
Herman, Martin Delaney, Coach Stagg, Fred 
Stone, Harry Gill, Martin B. Herbert, and Frank 
Martin pronounced it the best and classiest affair 
ever held in the west. Some of these athletic crit- 
ics ventured opinions before the meet that 41 of 
the records would be broken, but none of them 
prophesied the marks would be broken so badly. 

Notre Dame won because it had an evenly’ bal- 
anced team of star performers who could be de- 
pended upon to win points in their respective 
events. This they did, and some of them exceeded 
expectations. In Philbrook, Wasson, and Fletcher 
Notre Dame has three athletes who could win 
points in any kind of competition, and it was due 
mainly to the efforts of this trio that Notre Dame 
came out on top. 


Coast Athletes Disappointed. 

Athletes who represented Leland Stanford were 
disappointed keenly, for they considered their 
chances of winning the best of any since they have 
been coming east. Although beaten the western- 
ers were good sportamen and made no excuses, 
Capt. Scott said it the competition had been the 
same as in former years. his team surely would 
have won, but ft was absolutely impossible to win 
with so many record breakers in the meet. 

Without a doubt the performances of Ira Daven- 
port, the Maroon runner, in breaking the records in 
the half and quarter mile, were the features of the 
meet. Coaches believe the Maroon can lower these 
marks still further. for they asserted he was not 
pushed to his limit in either event. The time in the 
quarter, >48 4-5, is just one second slower than the 
world’s record. held by Maxey Long on a curved 
track, and it is believed Davenport can come pretty 
close to equaling or beating this mark. Some 
think he has a better chance of lowering the 
world’s half mile record, while others say his 
possibilities are unlimited if he is trained proper- 
ly. It is hardly probable that these marks will be 
broken for some time, unless the Maroon breaks 
them himeelf, for he still has two more years of 
competition. 

Baker Wins Honors in Mile. 


Next to Davenport’s performance, the 
breaking mile of Baker of Oberlin, who negotiated 
the distance in 4:20 4-5, was the most notable. 
The Ohioan was pushed to his limit by Capt. Doh- 
men of Wisconsin. The Badger led most of the 
way and only the reserve power of Baker deprived 
him of victory. 

French of Kansas came in for a lot of praise for 
breaking the high jump record by establishing a 
mark of 6 feet % inch, and Pletcher of Notre Dame 
was given much credit for establishing a new rec- 
ord of :24 4-5 tn the low hurdles. 

It has not been decided where the meet will be 
held next year, but it is known that a number of 
representatives from the conference colleges want 
the classic to be distributed among the members 
of the Big Eight."

But in Three Similar Instances Previ- 
ously Pessimists“ Predictions Failed. 


NEW YORK, June 5.—[Special.]—The vio- 
Tent break in stocks last week, running to 10 
or 15 points in a number of leading shares, 
is one of those occurrences which ought to 
be considered in all ita aspects. That means 
that it should be considered, first in relation 
to financial conditions precedent, next in re- 
lation to particular events. 

Conditions precedent are fairly well known, 
Early in the year an admittedly critical 
situation had been created, first, by an ab- 


in this country, resulting in heavy shrink- 
age of capital reserves at home; second, by 
collapse of our credit Balance on foreign 
trade account, resukting in loss of our hold 
on foreign capital and in heavy export of 
gold from our bank reserves. All previous 
experience had taught that to remedy such 
a situation a drastic readjustment of values 
and speculation must ensue. 

That readjustment began with the fall of 
stocks in January—aecribed. as usual, to 
something else. It was continued later in 
the produce markets, and in progressive 
curtailment of facilities for the countrywide 
land speculation. The symptoms of the day 
indicated that the remedy had not yet gone 
far enough. 


Foreign Loans Give Short Relief.

Report to Be Made Today by 
Master After Long In- 
vestigation. 


PERJURY CLAIM FALSE? 


Finding Also Expected to In- 
dorse Business Dealings of 
the Concern. 


Charges that the National Life Insurance 
company is hopelessly insolvent, made by J. 
Edson McEldowney and Gustav Myers, are 
expected to be held without basis in a report 
that will be made to Judge Charles M. Walk- 
er today by Master in Chancery Sigmund 
Zeisler. de’ 

To the master wae referred an tnvestiga- 
tion of the charges when the company sought 
an injunction against McEldowney and 
Myers to restrain them from attacking the 
concern and publishing articles criticising 
the acts of its officers. 


Case Long in the Courts. 

The case hes been in the courts for more 
than two yeare and bas Involved many sen- 
sationel incidents, including imprisonment 
of McBidowney on a charge of contempt of 
court for letters he had written to counsel 
for the company after the proceedings were 
on hearing. 

It is believed that Master Zeisler, iu his re- 
port, wlll find that the affairs of the company 
are not open to criticism. It ie said he will 
hold that the loaning of money by the cem- 
pany to the Chicago and Milwaukee Electric 
Railroad company, which later went into the 
hands of a receiver, did not constitute a orim- 
inal act, end will also absolve the company 
and its officers entirely from any criminal 
intent, as alleged by McEldowney and Myers. 


Absolved of Perjury Intention. 

The report, it is stated, will absolve the 
company’s Officers from any intent to misuse 
the funds of the concern, and hoki that no 
perjury was committed in the reports of 
the company’s condition made by the officers. 

It was alleged by McHEikdowney and Myers 
that perjury was committed and fraud perpe- 
trated on the company by giving the National 
Life building in La Salle street a valuation 
of $8,000,000-in the loans made to the Chicago 
and Milwaukee Electric railroad company, 
and in other transactions. Master Zeisler’s 
report is also expected to say that the Na- 
tional Life building's valuation as given by 
the officers is a fair one, though the charge 
was made thet i was worth only one-half 
that amount. 

Following the report it is expected that 
Judge Welker will make the injunction per- 
manent against McDidowney and Myers. It 
is said the latter will seek an appeal.

LIVE STOCK SUPPLY IS SHORT 


Big Decrease in Receipts Shown 
by Cattle and Hogs. 


SHARP RANGE IN PRICES. 


Steers and Sheep Advance, While 
Porkers and Lambs Decline, 


Total receipts of live stock at Chicago last 
week aggregated 226.420 head, compared to 
arrivale of 240,268 head the preceding week. 
The principal decreases were in hog and 
cattle arrivals, which fell 9,277 head and 8,185 
head, respectively, short of the previous 
week's totals, 

Final quotations on the different species of 
live stock were at an adwance of 15@25c for 
beef steers, cows, heifers, and feeding steers; 
showed a lose of 15@25c on bulls weighing 
less than 1,000 Ibs, and were Bode higher 
for calves, as compared to a week ago. 

They also showed a reduction of 25@30c in 
hog prices, were 25@35c lower on yearling 
lambs, and 85@60c higher on sheep. This 
left quotations on heavy bulls and spring 
lambs standing at about the same level as 
at the finish a week ago. Horses also re- 
mained ata practically unchanged level, but 
they sold more slowly and closed on a weak 


basis. ; : 
Distillery Cattle Here. 

Many loads of distillery fed cattle were re- 
ceived from Illinois, Indiana, and Kentucky. 
Most of the latter were lightweights and 
topped at $7.25, while Lllinois and Indiana 
distillers gold up to $8.25, topping the mar- 
ket on two out of the five active market days. 
More generous supplies of Texas meal fed 
and grassy cattle were received. All of the 
„ grassere”’ came direct to packers, while 
fed Texans sold up to $7.15 on the open mar- 
ket. 

At the close it was believed that several of 
the eastern shippers were carrying over un- 
filled orders as a result of the unexpected 
falling off in receipts the last half of the 
week. This gave traders the hope that fur- 
ther appreciations would be made in values 
and they were in an optimistic mood. Much 
will depend on the volume of marketings the 
first few days this week, however, and while 
there are many who believe higher prices are 
imminent, the pessimists are predicting that 
farmers will market their cattle and save 
their corn in anticipation of a rise in the 
price of the cereal as a result of the unfa- 
vorable weather for the new crop. 

Actual receipts of cattle for the week were 
87,701 head, against 45,979 head the pre- 
ceding week and 47,777 head the correspond- 
ing week in 1900. Of this supply, shippers 
took close to 14,000 head, against 16,259 head 
a week ago, and 17,800 head a yearago. Ex- 
porters bought only 20 head, against 1,985 
head a year ago. 


Speculators Lose Money. 


Speculators lost money in the hog market 
last week and saved the country shippers 
untold sums. They did this philanthropic 
work by getting in the market early in the 
day and buying hogs at prices which were 
anywhere from 5@15c higher than packers 
were willing to pay, only to have their pur- 
chases resold for them at packers’ prices. 

Commission men appeared to have little 
confidence in the maintenance of values at 
anywhere near a steady level after the first 
day, and when scalpers persisted in opening 
the tradé on a steady basis they lost little 
time in disposing of their holdings. The same 
performance was repeated day after day. 
Speculators would get in the trade paying 
steady prices; commission men would sell all 
or as many hogs as they could at the prices, 
and then the packers would come in and 


| force a decline of Sc to 18. 


Best hogs here on the opening day sold at 
$9.65 and on Saturday they stopped at $9.40. 
The average price for the week was lowered 
to $9.48, against $9.55 the preceding week, 
and compared to an average of $7.42 for the 
corresponding week a year ago. 

Official receipts for the week were 108,849 
head, against 118,126 head the preceding 
week and 129,605 head a year ago. Of this 
supply packers secured around 97,600 head, 
which brought their purchases for the year 
thus far to 1,913,200 head, against 2,487,900 
head a year ago. Shipments for the week 
totaled about 14,000 head, against 12,505 head 
the preceding week, and 22,383 head a year 
ago. 


Sheep Considered Cheap. 

Packers came to a realization that sheep at 
around the $5.00 mark were well worth the 
money when the price of other live stock and 
food products was considered. The first 
evidence sheep traders had of this awakening 
on the part of killers was a rejuvenated de- 
mand for all matured muttons offered for 
sale on the opening day. 

This revived demand grew so urgent on 
subsequent sessions that prices were 
strengthened and then advanced steadily 
until a level 35@60c higher than at the close 
of the preceding week had been reached. 
The market finished at the top, with sheds 
all emptied and some of the buyers carrying 
over unfilled orders. The last of a string of 
more than 6,000 head of shorn western weth- 
ers were marketed this week. arid it is known 
that only a very limited supply of dry fed 
sheep remains to be marketed. 

Native sheep were in fairly Hberal supply, 
and they sold as well as the western offer- 
ings, although their irregular quality made 
an unusually wide range in prices necessary. 
Yearlings were scarce, but there was little 
demand for such stock, as all orders could be 
filed with heavy yearling lambs, which were 
not much more expensive. 


First Grass Fed Lambe Here. 

The first grass fed spring lambs of the 
weason were received from California.

WHEAT OUTLOOK MIXED 5 


Corn Suffers from the Cold 


Weather and Replanting Is 
Quite General. 


The government crop figures and estimates 
for June, which will be issued on Wednesday, | 
will be awaited with more than the usual 
degree of interest by the trade, as there is so 
much uncertainty as to the developments 
during May. : 

Reports of deterioration of wheat in some 
sections have been offset by improvement in 
other directions to such an extent that the 
whole trade is at sea in regard to the winter 
wheat outlook. Almost as much uncertainty 
is shown in regard to the outlook northwest, 
where there has been a marked deficiency of 
moisture. 

In the winter wheat states east of the Mis- 
sissippi nearly all the recent reports show 
deterioration as the result of Hessian fly and 
cinch bugs, complaints from some sections 
being of a serious character. There have 
been years when these pests caused serious 
damage, and conditions this season have been 
favorable for their propagation in many se- 


tions. 
Western Prospects Improve. 

Confirming reports of this kind, the Modern 
Miller advices were to the effect that there 
had been a material impairment of condi- 
tions in this direction, with a genera! lower- 
ing of condition. On the other hand, west of 
the Mississippi the outlook has been im- 
proved materially, the promise in Nebraska 
and Kansas being much beter than a month 
ago, when reports of a sensational character 
were current. 

Railroad reports and advices covering the 
two states received by leading local firms 
were corroborative of the advices reporting 
improvement, while Secretary Coburn of the 
Kansas agricultural department said that 
Kansas would raise more than expected. Re- 
Hable crop experts, including Le Count and 
Lyle, believe that Kansas will raise in excess 
of 65,000,000 bushels, while some 
are now as high as 70,000,000 bushels. The 
Nebraska promise is now placed close te 
85,000,000 bushels.

The main questions now confronting the 
‘wheat trade are as to whether the redical 
declines in the values have squeezed the wa- 
ter out of them and whether the crop prom- 
ise is sufficiently good to warrant a belief in 
the theory that prices must go to an export 
basis. 

The recovery from the low point of the 
present decline has been moderate, end, while 
there h a big short interest, the bear leaders 
are playing now on immense profits, and as 
their wheat was put out in the main much 
above the dollar mark, there is little hope of 
driving them in. Local bears cover freely 
on the small advances, but there is plenty of 
wheat for sale on the bulges. 

Profit taking has been indulged in freely at 
times and the market has permitted cover- 
ing within a comparatively narrow range, 
which in itself is not a very strorg indication. 


Crop Promise Is Uncertain. 

In regard to the crop cutiook there is much 
variety of opinion, and the general inclina- 
tion is to wait for the government figures. 
which will be posted on Wednesday. Most 
recent advices have been comparatively bear- 
ish, but beth the Missouri and Kentucky re- 
ports show a loss in condition from May, the 
June 1 condition of the Kentucky crop being 
placed by the state authorities at 2, com- 
pared to 88 a month ago and 90a year ago. 
The general expectation is for a much higher 

condition in Kansas and Nebraska than in 
May, while a lower concition is locked for in 
Indiana and Illinois and possibly in Ohio. 

As to the spring wheat crop there is reason 
to believe the ernment will show a large 
“acreage and paratively high condition, 

although there has been a deficiency of mois- 
ture in the three states. While the expecia- 
tion is for a bearish showing in the spring 
wheat crop. traders do not forget that much 
of the selling has been predicated on this 
condition, and that a bear report has been 
to some extent discounted. 


Bear Leaders Are Aggressive. 
Nhe big bears are going on the theory that 
the shrinkage in values which bas been in 
evidence in most commodities as well as in 
securitics is to continue for some time. 
It is held that so far as wheat is 
concerned we are still an export nation 
and that values must get down to a world 
basis before there will be any good in the 
. buying side. 

As domestie values, compared to those of 
our competitors, and in the markets of im- 
porting nations, are still way out of line, if 

this theory is correct prices have still a long 

way to drop. We have not exported any 
~ wheat in months, but for all that our stocks 
are not burdensome, and if the present mill- 
_ ins demand éontinues: the carryover this 
*@eason will be comparatively light. 

However, if present crop conditions are 
- Maintained the combined winter and spring 
crops should be as large as last year, in 
Which case there would be a substantial sur- 
Plus. which would have to de dieposed of in 
some Way or carried by the farmers. 


Steck Slump Is Factor. 
In line with the bearish theory of a further 
5 mt in values, the remarkable 
slump in stock prices recently has undoubt- 
* e€ty- been a big factor. 

Decreased consumption in many lines as the 
result of high prices has been apparent, and 
it is held that a period of lively export busi- 

ness would de the best thing possible for 
turning the tide in the direction of greater 
prosperity and more healthy general busi- 
ness conditions. With this end in view, there 
1 little question but that the big interests 
ot the equntry ere in favor of the downward 
price movements, and will lend ald to such a 
movement until values get down to a normal 
parity with other countries. From present

Many of the out- 
side companies were willing to do this, but 
as a few strong institutions objected noth- 
ing came of the proposed influx into the union 
ranks. ‘ 

The pressure on the western nonunion of- 
fices to recuce expenses has been put on 
noticeably from company headquarters. 
Home office managements have been prodded 
by leading directors. Then again public sen- 
timent was being felt. The IlHnois fire in- 
surance commission brought out the fact 
that nonunion companies were paying all 
kinés of commissions. The expense ratio 
has been entirely too high in the minds of 
the best thinkers in the business. 

The bureau companies write the big per- 
centage of nonunion premiums in the west: 
Doubtless other companies will soon unite 
with the new association and make it a great - 
er influence for . 


The action of the G Union in buy- 
ing the controlling interest of the Ocean Ac- 
cident and Guarantee, both Erglish corpora- 
tions, is creating much interest on this side 
of the ocean. Both companies do a large 
business here. The Commercial Union 1s a 
fire company, while the Ocean does a casual- 
ty business. It is rot thought there will be | 
any change in the management of the Ocean, 
at least in the United States. as ite transac- 
tions in this country are profitable. 

During the last few years the large English 
companies have been gathering in the com- 
panies that write chiefly casualty business. 
There also seems a tendency for some of the 
large Londoners to have a running mate in 
this country to write all forms of casualty 
risks. A few weeks ago the home office man- 
ager of the London and Lancashire was in | 
New York endeavoring to purchase a do- 
mestic casualty concern. It already owns a 
Cancdian casualty corporation. It was not 
long ago that the London and Lancashire 
tried to get control of the London Guarantees 
and Accident, but failed to do 80. 

The Commercial! Union has owned an inter- 
est in the Ocean for sometime. Last winter 
the Commercial Union made a vigorous cam- 
paign to purchase the Aetna Indemnity of 
New York, but its plans were thwarted. The 
Commercial Union writes automobile ficat- 
ers. It ts said it desires to form a connection 
that will enable it to give complete coverage 
to an automobilist. The Ocean writes auto- 
mobile liability and property damage, also 
accident insurance for the owner.

Chicago brokers are placing a number of 
Gramshop bonds. These bonds protect the 
saloonkeeper and his surety, owner, or les- 
gee of the building in which the saloon Is lo- 
cated in case of suits brought for illegal vio- 
lation of the dramshop act. Such cases are 
usually instituted by members of the fam- 
flies of habitual drunkards, minors, or in fact 
any one who feels he has been injured by the 
sale of liquor contrary to the provisions of 
the dramshop act. In Illinois such bonds are 
written only by the Reisch Indemnity com- 
pany. The surety companies, however, write 
saloon bonds where the penalties go to the 
state or municipality.

NEW YCRK RETAILERS GAIN 
ONLY IN SALE OF LUXURIES. 


Workers Buy Dress Goods Formerly 
Thought Beyond Their Means, While 
Call for Plain Merchandise Drags. 


New York, June 5.—[Special.}]—The loca] 
retail) trade is epotty. The most remarkable 
phase of the movement in the diversified line 
of goods handled by the large department 
stores in Manhattan is that substantial gains 
have been made in the divisions given to the 
distribution of articles that are luxuries and 
with which the ordinary consumer can weil 
do without. 

An analysis of the net results up to the 
end of May shows that pianos, rugs, and 
carpets were in greater demand than ever 
before, and. the growth of the sales in these 
departments cannot be explained readily. 

Some observers attribute the increased ex- 
penditures for luxuries of this sort to extraor- 
dinary methods of advertising, thereby creating 
a demand for things which ordinarily the buyer 
could dispense with. 

In notable cases the values the stores have been 
able to offer because of a congestion at mill cen- 
ters contributed to no small degree in making the 
total sales greater, but, while the expansion re- 
corded in some departments has been beyond the 
most sanguine expectations, the progress made 
on the whole has not been up to the mark set 
when the present year opened. 

Another unusual circumetance in connection 
with the local retail trade is that during the re- 
cent past, and. in fact, at present, the demand 16 
more in the direction of the costlier .material in 
plece goods and in ready to wear than toward the 
cheaper fabrics or garments. 

This ie not considered due altogether to an 
undiminished buying power on the part of per- 
sons of means, for it is notable that the working 
class when making purchases favor goods that in 
past years were considered beyond the reach of 

its purse. One Observer thought the demand 
proved wage earnere extravagant. but thie was a 
question of economics the merits of which he was 
not disposed to discuss. Not only was thie true 
of buyers in the metropolitan district, but of 
other sections also. The value of the goods pur- 
chased through the mail order departments, which 
reach all over the country, wae just half again 
as large as any previous year, according to the 
figures compiled by one of the greatest of our de- 
partment stores. and as the articles sold by this 
method were in the main costly it tended to prove 
that the ultimate consumer wanted the best the 
market could afford. 


GROCERIES. 


Canned goods, flour and sugar, furnished 
the principal items of interest to the whole- 
sale grocery trade during the week—a week 
that was marked by active business in all 


lines. 

Canned goods were particularly active on 
eccount of continued cool weather, which 
created a demand far above normal. Asa 
result jobbers, who are practically cleaned 
cut advanced the price of canned corn 
5e to meet an advance of 10c made 
by the packers. Spot tomatoes are 
feeling a firmness, with probability of increase, for 
a similar reason. 

In dried fruits a corresponding condition exists 
ag a result of unusual weather conditions. Apricots 
went up to 104@16c. while seedless varieties of 
raisins have gone up e a Ib. 

One dealer declared that sales during the week 
indicated a confidence on the part of retailers in 
the future crop. prospects and genera! good times. 
Many dealers who have been only carrying sup- 
plies for present needs bought heavier than they 
have. for weeks, 

Both In canned goods and dried fruits the predic- 
tion was made by wholesalers that the 1909 goods 
will be disposed of before the 1910 crop comes into 
market. 1 the week ‘the stocks of some 
wholesalers had become so depleted in theee lines 
they were — 44 to buy from their competitors 
at fancy prices in order to protect their regular

There were only five days of ‘active trading. 


in the Chiea go produce market last week, but 
the trade seemed all the better for its one 
day of rest and the business tranaacted dur- 
ng the week was nearly as voluminous as 
that of the preceding ‘six days. Price 
changes in dairy products were insignificant; 
fluctuations in poultry values were confined 
to a lc advance in the, price of fowis; and 
only seasonable variations were recorded in 
quotations on green vegetables and fresh 
fruits. 
Butter Receivers Stand Firm. 
Butter receivers took a firm stand and dis- 
ed the feeling of uncertainty which has so 

ong kept the trade in unseasonably narrow 
confines. They acknowledged that prices 
appeared unwarrantedly high for this time 
of the year, but they made ft plain to the 
buyers that they could not make concessions 
so long as the Elgin quotation remeined at 
1% higher than the Chicago price and they 
offered them the ultimatum of taking the 
butter at the price or of leaving it stand. 

This policy made it necessary for receivers 
to put a great deal of stock in coolers, a per- 
formance which was regarded as decidedly 
risky with values at such a high level, but 
these receivers weré face to face with the 
alternative of pocketing a certain loss now or 
of placing stock in coolers and taking the 
chance of liquidating later at a profit or a 
logs, and they chose the latter couree. 


Buyers Are Forced In. 

Buyers, when they saw that receivers were 
determined to adhere to prices even though 
they were compelld to place all the butter 
received in storage, were forced to get In the 
trade at current prices. Of course, they cur- 
tailed their purchases and did little more 
than to accept stock already contracted for, 
but their activities were sufficient to furnish 
an outlet for the surplus butter received and 
the market was kept practically free from 
accumulationa 

Creamery men reported the delivery of sev- 
eral lots of 500 to 2,000 tubs of butter and 
said they secured Ge. and in extreme 
cases Me for their stock. Not all the butter 
received was fine enough in quality to meet 
the requirements of the cold storage people, 
and as a result, people who had contracts 
to fill and had to make deliveries paid a 
premium for suitable stock. 


Cool Weather Unfavorable. 

Cool, wet weather was held responsible for 
the comparatively small proportion of fne 
butter included in general receipts. Dealers 
said that while all butter received was good, 
much of the arrivals did not possess that de- 
gree of excellence that was required of 
standard creamery bu: ter to go into cold stor- 
age. It was alSo noted that offerings com- 
ing from districts where higher tempera- 
tures prevailed were much more desirable 
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„ consumers continued to complain of 
hien ‘costs and either curtaſled purchases or 
bought cheaper grades than customary. This 
helped the sale of low priced butters and the 
dairies and seconds in creameries moved 
briskly... 


Ege Trade More Active. 

With est prices established at the lowest 
{devel of the year thus far, consumers took 
hold with more vim and the trade was more 
active than in any previous week in a long 


time. Supplies were large indicating that 


the speculators had about finished their oper- 
ations in the country, and the quality was 
‘exceptionally good. 

The weather favored the egg 1 It was 
not cold enough to hinder the production, 


nate the danger of the eggs deteriorating in 
quality while in transit, and thig resulted in 
a decided improvement in the grading of 
stock received from southern points. Cli- 
matic conditions also favored the consump- 
tive demand. Consequently, with supplies 
ample, prices low, and all other conditions 
harmonizing, there could be no other out- 
come than a brisk trade, and the action of 
the market fulfilled expectations. 

Receipts of eggs for the week were 107,937 
cases, against 134.621 cases the preceding 
week of six days and 120,643 cases a year ago. 
Arrivais for the season thus far stood at 
1,415,419 cases, against 1,317,575 cases the 
corresponding period in 1900. Aside from the 
local consumptive demand there was a brisk 
outside shipping inquiry, but speculative 
buying was not voluminous. 


Poultry Market Is Narrow. 

The poultry market was a narrow affair, 
with. fowls attracting practically all of the 
interest displayed. Receipts, which were 
limited, consisted chiefly of chickens, and 
while speculators, shippers, retailers, and 
dressers devoted their attention to this spe- 
cles of poultry, ducks, geese, and turkeys 
were almost entirely neglected. 

The appearance of the speculator in the 
market for chickens was the signa! for more 
spirited competition for supplies between all 
buyers, and an advance of ic in prices re- 
suited. This gain was maintained to the 
close, and the market was in an exceptionally 
strong position at the finish, as there were 
unfilled orders to be carried over. Little 
business was transacted in dressed poultry, 
unfavorable weather for handling such stock 
and limited arrivals serving to curtaibactivi- 
ties. 


Potato Demand Is Brisk. 


Potatoes, new and old, met with a brisk 
demand. Prices showed a littl weakness 
at the start as a result of burdensome arriv- 
als, hut a quick rally followed and the mar- 
ket had a buoyant undertone at the finish. 

With the exception of asparagus, all green 

vegetables were in plentiful supply and a 
voluminous business was transacted at sea- 
sonable prices. Asparagus was scarce and 
firm sale at higher prices and more liberal 
offerings could have been disposed of ad- 
vantageously. Cabbage was offered in large 
quantities and sold briskly, although an im- 
provement in the quality of the arrivals 
would have benefited the trade. 


Fruit Trade Broadens, 

Cool weather helped the sale of apples, 
lemons, and oranges, while increased ar- 
rivals and lower prices stimulated the demand 
for pineapples. Strawberries were held at 
a reasonable level and sold briskly, al- 
though the lack of quality served to hamper 
the movement of arrivals from certain 
states. First red raspberries of the season 
were received and sold well at $4.00@5.00. 
More gooseberries and blueberries also 


showed up and met with a fair inquiry.
